To meet chang- 
ing conditions, to give more time 
on Monday at home for the mar- 
ried women who are working as 
clerks and to better serve tne pub- 
lic, merchants in some cities have 
changed to a new scheduie. 

Emphasis is placed on the fact. 
that the change is only proposed 
and that it may not be adopted 
here. Purpose of the Tuesday 
morning meeting is to enable the 
local businessmen to discuss the 
matter and to hear a presentation 
of views. Expressions from the 
general public are sought as a 
basis for consideration at the 
Tuesday meeting.

Unemployment Scale 
In 1944 Reported 


During 1944, unemployment in- 
surance operations in California 
were on the smallest scale for any 
year except 1943. Only about 60,- 
000 persons, including those in 
noninsured industries, were out of 
work at any one time 

This was a far cry from 1935 
when unemployment in the state 
was estimated at over 700,000 
workers. 

During the past year 95,694 per- 
sons filed new claims for unem- 
ployment insurance in California, 
and only 57,266 actually collected 
benefits. These payments amount- 
ed to about $9,980,000 for 578,000 
weeks of compensable unemploy- 
ment. On the average, each per- 
gon received about $104, or about 
$17.30 a week, in benefits for six 


weeks.
